Nursing Bottle and Nipple 


The Nursing Bottle should be of such a shape 
that It may be easily and thoroughly cleaned. 
It 
should he smooth on the Inside, 
containing no 
angles nor corners. The nipple should be coni­ 
cal in shape, should fit tight on over the neck 
of the bottle, and should he capable of 
being 
easily turned inside put when cleaning it. 
Do 
not use a nipple *rith a long 
tubing. 
A 
new 
nipple should be boiled for about five minutes 
before using it the first time. Nipples made of 
black rubber are preferable. 


Keep the bottles and 
nipples 
scrupulously 
clean. Immediately after each feeding wash the 
bottle thoroughly, inside and 
out. with 
warm 
water and soap. scrubbing it well with a brush. 
Then rinse the bottle out with plain water 
and 
keep it lilied with water until again required for 
use. 


After feeding, turn the nipple inside out and 
wash it thoroughly with warm water and 
soap. 
Then keep it in clean water until again needed. 


Cleanse the bottle brush 
thoroughly 
after 
using it. 


It is impossible to emphasize too much the 
importance
